A DULL CLOSE AT THE BEST PRICES

NeEw Yorg, Aug. 8.—The stock: market
to-day again sank into the most oppressive
dullvess and except for the Grangers sod
industrials almost absolute stagnation
marked the trading from opening to close.
The dealings in the stocks mentioned, how-
ever, gave tone aud character to the whole
market and under a moderate demand from
the shorts, with very moderate offerings,
prices were bronght up somewhat from
the depression of the previous day.
Crop reports are &t present the only
thing which has sny influence upon the
making of prices and the efforts to recoup
short stocks through the circulation of re-
ports of serious damage to the corn crop,
especially in Kansus, have been the means
ot making all the interest there is in the
market, The expectation of the Govern-
ment erop report to-morrow is that there
will be shown no such condition of affuirs as
the alarmist reports indicate, but the ciren
lators of thess stories are already beginning
to hedge t:ir saying the corn crop in Kansas
has becn damaged 20 per cent in the last
week, the Government veport covering the
situation only to the frst of the month.

The demand from the shorts made the
stocks which were weak yesterday the
strongest to-day, and Burlington, especially
&t the best price, showed a zain of some-
thing over 1 per cent. Hock Island and
Atchison followed, but the improvement in
§t. Paul and Omnha was confined to insignifn-
cant amounts, There wus at no thne any
pressure to sell, and in the afternoon, while
the duliness became most oppressive, there
was no setback to prices and the guins
among the leaders assomed material J:ro]'mt\-
tions. The market finally closed dull but
firm at ur near highest prices.

Rallroad bonds were also affeoted by the
lack of interest and on sales of only $44, 000
tiiere were few changes or features of note.
The Minneapolis & S:. Louis bonds were
consplcuous for sharp gains ower the. last
siles, but where thei® were no exceptional
circumstances to erert an inflasnce the
clinnges were in 81l cases insignificant.

BEARS HAVE A TURN.

News and Other Influsncrs Reversed and

Prie s Slamp,

Cuicano, Aug. S.—It was the balls' turn
to be In  trouble today. Yesterday ail
was strength and confidence in prices and
thie bears were in a perspiration; to- ay the
feeling was the wery reverse and the bulls
who hong to their holdings so firmly and
the bears who were so anxious tocover
their shorts yesterday were ons at the
openinz  this morning, in their mutusl
desire to sell. The crop conditions bud en-
tirely changed over night. The crop-killers
of yesterday had come to the conclusion
that at least a little wheat woald begar-
nered from the flelds of the Dakotas and
Minnesots; while a few scattering showers
in Missouri, Kansas and Nebrasksa, with s
very considerable streich of cloudy weather
over other parts of the corn balt, led ton
less pessimistic view of the sitantfon as to
that ceveal. Then heavy selling around the
opening by Codahy cansed a decline in hog
prodoets, thereby making weakness the
prevailing tone all over the trading floor.

The corn pit was ernmmed with a wildly
exclied crowd, who were as eager to sell as
they lud been to buy yesterdny. Theyall
wanted to selze their profits the same
time before they disappeared from view,
snd very naturaliy prices slid off with great
axility.
